Though the exporter is directly responsible 
for the satisiactory condition of the eggs 
shipped, he is often victimised at the hands 
of careiess poultry-keepers who neglect the 
ordinary and simple means to ensure it. Lake 
workers in a team, each person must play 
his part in maintaining the position of our 
egg trade at the moment. 

Every poultry-keeper should at least do the 
little that is asked and expected, in their own 
and the countrv’s ‘nterest—that is, they 
should market only clean, fresh, sizeable and, 
as far as possible, only infertile eggs. The 
hens should have clean nests and nesting 
materia!, from which the eggs shou'd be col 
lected twice daily. Small or mishapen eggs 
sheuld be kept for household use or home 
sale. Broody hens should rot be allowed to 
sit on eggs that are intended for commerc'al 
use. 

Eggs intended for sale ought not to be 
washed; if the shell is soiled or stained-- 
which it should not be if above precautions 
are taken—thé only remedy recommended is 
to wipe it with a damp cloth when still 
fresh from the nest. The eggs as collected 
should be stored in a cool, dry place. pro- 
tected from dust and away from onions, or

Ghe Dredger. 


While on the western coast 
recently (writes a correspondent), I 
visited a Jocal river from which 1 have 
often taken some good-sized trout, On 
this occasion, however, I had been told 
that the stream, which is narrow, but 
deep and rapid, had been causing heavy 
floods. so that it had become necessary 
to widen its banks and alter its course. 
Nevertheless, I hardly expected the trans- 
formation which I saw. For about three 
miles from the point where the river meets 
the Atlantic the whole landscape looked 
as if a gigantic worm-cast had been Jaid 
across it. After walking to the place 
where the machine which had done this 
burrowing was working, I remained for a 
long time, fascinated by its method. There 
was only one man in attendance; the 
others were inside the machine, which 
consisted of a large steel hut mounted on 
caterpillar wheels. The hut. which moved 
on a swivel, operated a long crane, at the 
end of which Lung a heavy shovel, armed 
with long prongs. A petrol engine drove 
the whole device. and every minute or so 
the dredger, working along one bank, cast 
its shovel into the river or on to either 
side, in the manner of a fisherman casting 
a fly. Every throw brought back half a 
ton of clay or gravel, which was heaped 
up on the bank behind the machine.

The caterpillar wheels 
rested on a strong wooden platform con- 
sisting of several sections, and when it 
became necessary to advance, the machine 
first moved on as far as it ceuld go on the 
platform.

It 
was next flung behind, where it picked 
up, by means of hooks, the unoccupied 
sections of the platform, and transferred 
them te the front.

: The ‘Renaming of Cities. 


A large number of town in Russia have 
been re-named síne the Soviet Govern- 
ment came into being. Leningrad was 
formerly Petrograd, and Tsaritsin, on the 
Volga, is now Sta.ingrad. Most of the 
changes have been made to commesnorate 
Soviet leaders. Stalin’s name 1s usso- 
ciated with two other towns besides Stal- 
these are Stalino, formerly 
Juzovke, in the Donetz Basin, and Sta- 
linabad, in Tadjikistan, near the 
Afghanistan border, which was formerly 
called Dushambe. Voroshilovsk was for- 
meriy Lugansk, and was renamed to 
honour War Commissar Voroshilov. The 
name of Premier Molotov has been 
sdopted by a town in the Urals. Gregory 
Zinoviev, though no longer prominent in 
Communist circles, has had his native 
town, Elizavetgrad, called after him ; it is 
now Zinovievsk. Leon Trotzky was once 
Lonoured by having two towns named 
after him. but, since his banishinent, 
these have taken new names.

Crane Lane. 


Your reference to Eden quay (writes ? 
correspondent) reminds me that this is not 
the only place in Dublin with a mislead- 
ing name. For many years I was under 
the impression that Crane lane received 
its title from some forgotten ornithologist, 
but the explanation is not quite so obvious. 
I understand that the lane received its 


name because of its proximity to the crane 
used by the authorities in the old Custom 
House, which years ago was situated on 
the site now occupied by Dollard’s Print- 
ing house. An interesting picture of the 
Custom House of his day was drawn by 
Tudor, and may be seen in the Dublin 
collection in the National Gallery. 


Ghe Metric System. 


I see that the adoption of a decimal! 
system of coinage is again being urged on 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer by com- 
mercial interests in England. Those who 
seek to justify the change point to the 
saving in book-keeping by having only two 
columns instead of three, the easy and 
rapid conversion of values from one deno- 
mination to another by means of multiples 
of ten, and the saving in mental labour 
to clerks and accountants. 

There are, however, some aspects of the 
proposed change which are not quite so 
obvious, but might be regarded as 
disadvantages. It might be argued, for 
instance, that the users of the metric 
system have things made too easy for 
them, while those who have to struggle 
with pounds, shillings and pence learn to 
calculate quickly and accurately. In 
France it is| always advisable for the 
visitor to check his bills carefully in 
hotels and restaurants, since the reckoning 
is frequently wrong. Indeed, so many 
calculations are done by machinery nowa- 
days, and there are so many “ short cuts ”’ 
to quick results, that the old exercise of 
‘‘ mental arithmetic ” is almost forgotten. 
The adoption of the metric system would 
dispose of it altogether. Under these cir- 
cumstances, it is hardly likely that the 
world would prcduce many more men with 
the mental powers of Gladstone, who 
could add up the pounds, shillings and 


pence columns of a long financial state- 
ment, al! at the same time.

Men’s Escapade.

HE .story of the “hold-up” of two 
3 clergymen at Gastlecomer was related 
at Kilkenny District Court when four 
young men—Andrew McEvoy, Moneenroe; 
ohn and James Comerford, Coolbawn and 
William Comerford, Ardra—were charged on 
various counts outlined by Dr. M. J. Crotty, 


tion. 

Dr. Crotty said that on the night of 
December 11 there was a dance conducted 
at the Railyard School, near Castlecomer. 
The dance was under the control of the two 
Protestant clergymen of the parish, the Rev. 


on the occasion. On the morning of 
December 12 Mr. Megahy left the school on 
his motor cycle about 4 o'clock and as ne 
was approaching his house in Castlecomer, 
he heard a shout: “Pu up your hands; 
shove it out.” Thinking it was a raid for 
the money taken at the dance he said that 
he had not got it, but that the Rev. Mr. 
Briscoe had. A shot was then fired quite 
close to where he was, and he was ordered 
to turn out his pockets. He got off his 
machine, and made away as quickly as he 
could, but before leaving he saw two masked 
men. One of these men presumably went to 


Cé him and gached the back tyre and 
tube. 

Shortly aftorwards the Rev. Mr. Briscoe 
and his brother arrived home in Castlecomer 
in amotorcar. Mr. Briscoe’s brother got out 
of the car to open the garage gate, and heard 
a shout and saw two masked men close to 
him. One of the men went to the motor 
car and, holding a revolver up to the wind- 
screen in front of the Rev. Mr. Briscoe, 
shouted: “‘ Hand it out.” Mr. Briscoe paid 
no attention, but drove the car quickly into 
the garage, and the men ran away. 

At first it looked as if this was an armed 
efiort to rob the. two clergymen of the money 
collected at the dance. However, subsequent 
inquiries and admissions made by the accused 
men.to the Civie Guards and to the two 
clergymen would go to show that they had 
not that felonious intent. He understood 
that the case they were making was that it 
was more or less an escapade induced partly 
by having taken too much drink, and partly 
through a sense of pique at being excluded 
from the dance. The four accused men 
when they came to their senses afterwards 
went to Mr. Briscoe and made a fnil admis-

The case for the defence was continued, 
and the first witness examined was Jolin 
Burke, Caherhenryhoe, Loughrea, whose state- 
ment alleging ill-treatment by Guards in 
Loughrea Barracks while under arrest formed 
the basis of one of the charges.

Ireland's Opportunity. 


Yesterday Mr. James J. Halpin, in 
moving the adoption of the annual report 
of the Dublin Chamber of Commerce, urged 
the Free State’s exporters to concentrate 
on the British market. The speakers at 
the annual meeting of the Irish Live-Stock 
Exporters’ and Traders’ Association did 
not require to stress that need—they 
assumed it. Fortunately for the Free 
State's future, the same assumption has 
“It is folly to assert,’ 
said Mr. Halpin yesterday, “ that the 
home market can take the place of the 
British market as an outlet for our agricul- 
tural produce. It is also foolish to talk 
about other markets when every country 
is trying to export to us the very same 
produce that we wish to export. )... At 
present, and for some time to come, our 


efforts must be to capture as much as 


possible of the British market, which 
recent events have shown to be the world's 
best.” In these words the speaker echoed 
the sentiment not only of the Free State 
Government, but of all exporters who seek 
to fight their own battle for welfare rather 
than to have a transjent prosperity foisted 
upon them by artificial means. The will 
to concentrate on the British market repre- 
sents a triumph of common-sense, It has 
been demonstrated a thousand times 
that the Free State cannot consume all the 
produce of her farms and factories. 
Britain, on the other hand, is.large enough 
to absorb everything that the Free State 
can produce and still to have room. In 
such circumstances Mr. Halpin’s advice 
almost becomes a truism. 

The last two or three years, it is true, 
have borne heavily upon the Free State 
farmer—yet less heavily than he might 
have expected. Until the autumn of 1931 
prices were dropping, with ruinous results 
to manufacturers throughout the world. 
The farmer suffered less severely than other 
producers ; for the price of feeding stuffs 
fell more rapidly than the price of live 
| Last year, however, brought the 
whole shock of the depresion upon 
farmers and breeders; and the price of 
their wares followed the rest. Free 
State exports of live-stock dropped from 
the £19,445,403 which, they represented in 
1930 to a value of £16,850,742 in 1971. 
In theory, Britain’s departure from the 
gold standard ought t~ have brought a 
revival of prosperity. It was expected to 
raise prices to such a level that, for ail 
dealings within Britain, or between 
Britain and the Free State, 1932 would 
show a large improvement upon 1931

Politics and Dolls. 


In London at present the Standing 
Committee under the Merchandise Marks 
Act is discussing the meaning of the word 
“‘toy.”’ Learned counsel has argued that 
a doll ceases to be a toy when adults use 
it for purposes of decoration or advertise- 
ment; and it seems that he might have 
included purposes of political propaganda. 
During recent weeks “ Red Shirts,’’ a body 
of Communist agitators, have been trouble 
some on the North-West Frontier-of India. 
They were dispersed, and we learn now 
from a special correspondent of The Times 
that political authority decided to rein- 
force the defeat of the Red Shirts with 
an attack on the moral of local mal- 
contents. At this authority’s request the 
Royal Air Force dropped some hundreds 
of red-shirted dolls, bearing appropriate 
warnings, upon villages in the Peshawar 
district. ‘‘ Politicals’’ on the Frontier 
are supposed to be good psychologists ; 
and, no doubt, their intention was at once 
to frighten the villagers and to make the 
Red Shirts ridiculous in native eyes. 
Service circles, however, regard the new 
line of tactics with some scepticism. In 
the first place, the dolls were all branded 
‘‘Made in Japan,” and represent blue- 
eyed, flaxen-haired European girls. No 
effigy could be more remote from the 
aspect of the fierce and hirsute Red Shirt: 
and it is feared that even to the most 
intelligent Pathan the joke will seem 4 
little far-fetched. In the next place, the 
value—the enormous value—of the Roya! 
Air Force as a guardian of the Frontier’s 
peace consists largely in the terror which 
the appearance of its machines imposes 
on disaffected areas. ‘This wholesome 
respect,” as the correspondent remarks, 
““is unlikely to be increased if the Force 
is compelled to adopt the role of a rather 
reluctant Father Christmas, flying over 
roof-tops and dropping celluloid dolls 
down the chimneys of bearded Pathans.”’ 


‘The next bombing expedition to a defiant 


village may create a perplexing situation 
—Father Pathan in the hills with his 
rifle, and a crowd of eager little Pathans 
in the village square, expecting a shower 
of pretty dolls.

After the Cabinet meeting to-day Mr.

If agreement cannot be reached in 
these conversations before the meeting of 
the two Prime Ministers, it is not im- 
probable that the idea of a meeting will 
he dropped. Neither M-. Macdonald nor 
Laval has the time to travel many 
miles merely to exchange greetings. There- 
fore, if the meeting takes place. it may 
be assumed that agreement is in sicht. 
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te begun. 


The Conservative View. 


With the return of many Conservative 
members to London in readiness for the 
meeting of Parliament next week, it is 
becoming apparent that there is an even 
stronger feeling in regard to recent events 
than was suspected. This fact may be 
demonstrated at a meeting of the (Con. 
servative members which, if arrangements 
can be made, will be held next week. A 
point is made of the unquestioned facts 
that the Liberal Ministers entered the 
Cabinet with the clear knowledge that 
drastic steps would have to be taken to 
restore the trade balance, and that. in 
addition, they accepted the Abnormal! 
Importations Act as a necessary minor 
measure. Yet they refuse to acree to a 
major measure, regarded as essential by 
the great majority of the Cabinet and the 
House of Commons, thus indicating to our 
foreign competitors that there is a party 
in the Government which will not over- 
look their interests.

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The Dartmoor Outbreak.

‘bas company, by paying smaller wages, would 
not have an unfair advantage over another 
company or companies. 

Mr. BAGWELL, opposing the amendment, 
pointed out that the Minister had power in 
the bill te deal with such a matter: 

Sir JOHN KEANE opposed the amendment, 
and hoped that the Minister, whatever power 
he had with regard to wages, would exercise 
it sparingly. 

Senator O’ FARRELL urged that the amend- 
ment was in the interests of the travelling 
public, the drivers of the *buses, and the com- 
panies who were at present paying reasonable 
wages and observing. reasonable hours of duty. 

Mr. WILSON dad not agee that it was 
right for the Minister to fix rates of wages. 


A COMPARISON.

As a justification for his doing so, he 
would like to mention the present value of 
the Great Southern Railways property. It 
had represented £26,000,000, part of which— 

60, was debentures and the re- 
mainder in preference and ordinary shares— 
cver £17,000,000. The debenture stock this 
month, as far as he could learn, was valued 
at, roughly, £4,000,000, and the £17,000,000 
of noaliiamne and ordinary stock stood at 
about £3,400,000, so that the total of 
£26,000,000 was now represented by seven 
and a half millions. 

The present method, he pointed out, of 
fixing standard rates on goods on rail was 
determined as a necessary precaution against 
undue preference. There were no such restric- 
tions on road cafriers, and the inevitable 
result must be to drive merchandise from the 
railways to the roads, as the ;oad carrier 
could charge a lower rate than the railway 
company. 

The railways. and the roads were the pro- 
perty of the public, and the original idea had 
been co-operation between railway and road 
traffic, so that the railways should be the 
principal agencies in the transport of 
merchandise, and the road services should act 
as feeders to the railways for all long-distance 
traflic. The proposed rates must result in 
the railway companies carrying merchandise 
by road instead of by rail, in consequence 
of having to charge a higher rate on the 
railway than they need on the road. That 
might be an advantage to traders, but not tc 
the railway companies or to those who had to 
maintain the roads. Such a policy, he 
believed, would lead to the st tie ond of 
railways, unless they were taken over by the 
State, or, in other words, unless they were 
netionalised. 

The railway company had standard rates 
fixed by the Railway Tribunal, and to vary 
these rates they would sequire the sanction 
of the Tribunal, which would be given only 
if a sufficiently convincing case was made. 
lf the railways were not put in a position to 
compete with the road rates it was difficult 
to see how they could survive. The Senate 
would, he was sure, resent the way it had 
been treated in having bills of first-class im- 
portance «delivered to it late in the session. 
This was the worst instance of that practice 
that they had yet experienced. 

Mr. J. C. DOWDALL opposed the amend- 
ment on the ground that it would give the 
railway companies the right to differentiate 
in favour of the lage traders and between 
trader and trader in the same business. Also 
it would enable the companies to divert trafiic 
from the natural and most convenient routes 
or poris. By law, he said, the L.M.S. Com- 
pany had a nominee on the board 
Great Southern Raiiways, and, consciously 
or unconsc.ously, the English «ompany would 
get some advantage from that fact. 

If the amendment were accepted it would 
mean the choking up of the few avenues of 
traffic competition still leit. 

Mr. J. J. CGOUNIHAN, opposing the 
amendment, said that he did so fer the same 
reasons as Mr. Dowdall. Twelve months 
ago some people decided to ship catile from 
the port of Galway, but the railway super- 
intendent refused transport facilities for the 
town of Athenry. The railway company did 
all it could to close the Western ports, and 
he was very reluctant to give them further 
facilities. 


RIDICULOUS POSITION, 
Mr. J. D. O FARRELL said that the time 


was approaching wien three-fourths of the 
traffic would io by road. It was a ridiculous 
position that the railways should be asked to 
compete on equal terms with the road trafic 
and be handicapped when the same traffic was 
pat on steel rails. The logical development 
of that position would be that the railway 
companies would put all the capital they 
could into its road services. | 

Mr, R. WILSUN said that the position 
was not ridiculous, because the small man 
could compete witn any competitor on the 
roads. On the roads the railway rates would 
be controlled by competition, but on the rails 
they had a monopoly. In the past the rail- 
way companies did what they liked, and as 
a resuit uo one would send traflic by rail to- 
day who couid possibly avail himself ot a 
road sei vice. 

Mr. J. BAGWELL thought that the 
amendment would not be of great advantage 
to the railways.. In his opinion, they had 
a long way to go before three-fourths of the 
country’s traffic would be carried by road. 
Taking the bill as a whole, and the situation 
as a whole, he would like to see who could 
devise a Railways Bill that would not have 
some anomalies. He thonght that the bill 
was a very good attempt to deal with a very 
difficult situation, and that, taken in con- 
junction with other bills, it would be a very 
good help to railways to get hack to some 
degrees of prosperity. He would not like to 
see this bill put off or held up by any action 
of the Senate. 

Mr. J. O'CONNOR said that the railways 
must be kept up by some means, whether 
by a subsidy or otherwise, so that the country 
conld be run; but it was unreasonable to 
talk of stopping road competition. Was it 
reasonable to prevent a farmer from getting

During the past year the live stock export 
trade had been through a trying time. Owing 
to the reduction of employment in Englana, 
a lesser demand for Irish stock existed, with 
tower price levels prevailing. Not withstand- 


ing that, the live stock trade was responsible | 


for, roughly, 53 per cent. of the total exports 
of the country. the tetal number of .anunals 
exported. from the Free State to Great 
Britain during the year was 1,612,933, a de- 
crease of 63 cattle, while sheep and pigs 


‘incréased by 16,029 and 69,563 respectively. 


During the period January to November, 
1931, the total value of Hive stock exports 
was £16,850,742, as compared with £19,445,40c 


in 1960. 
FAIR GREENS, 


The necessity for -providi fair greens 
where none exist was also deait with, and it 
was mentioned that, as the result of a 
deputation from that Association, officials of 
the Department of Agriculture had promised 
to look into the whole position. 

The ‘report ‘continued :—‘‘ With the de- 
pressed condition of the present-day trade 
the necessity for om our live-stock on 
the English markets in the best possible con- 
dition, and with the strictest economy, is 
the first consideration; and if exporters, by 
attending certain fairs, are incurring un- 
necessary and unforeseen expenses, 
fairs are bound to sufferyas a consequence. 

“The transport cf live-stock by sea is 
on a more satisfactory basis at present than 
it has been for a considerable time. The 
introduction of new competitive shipping 
companies has tended somewhat to reduce 
exorbitant freight charges, and, there- 
fore, it is the self-imposed duty of every ex- 
porter, both of live-stock and general mer- 
chandise, to support the companies whose 
cxistence ts making the gradual reduction to 
reasonable rates possible. 

‘Owing to the increasing number of 
Canadian cattle being imported into Great 
Britain, it is in the interest of both the 
Irish exporters of live-stoeck and the cross- 
Channel shipping companies, to foster more 
friendly relations between each other, and to 
encourage sympathetic understanding.”’ 


PEN DUES. 


The Committee demanded the abolition of 
the charge levied by the principal shipping 
companies in the form of pen dues, as, in 
very general terms, it costs twice as much to 
get a beast to a British market as it did 
before the War. 

In June a series of outbreaks of foot- 
and-mouth disease resulted in a complete 
stoppage of exports, and the patting in force 
by the British Ministry of a general stand- 
still order, afterwards relaxed for fat stock 
for immediate slaughter. The Committee 
worked untiringly for the modification of 
these restrictions, and by the end of August 
all restrictions were withdrawn. 

“ We consider,” proceeded the report, ‘‘ that 
it is a very short-sighted policy on the part 
of the British Government to supply foreign 
beef to the Army and Navy, when home 
killed beef of a much superior quality could 
be purchased in England, thereby giving en- 
couragement to farmers and other engaged in 
the rearing of live stock to continue that 
business. 

“Many persons engaged in the live stock 
trade suffered heavily as the result of having 
animals detained at. British~-landing places 
during the period of the hold-up, As the 
result of representation to the Minister for 
Agriculture an Amending Bill to the 
Slaughtered Animals (Compensation) Act, for 
the purpose of compensating. owners for the 
extra expenses incurred is now in course of 
preparation. 

“Our relations with the Irish railway com- 
panies continue to be friendly, and we wish 
to record our appreciation of the service 
afforded, especially in the transit of live stock 
for shipment. with few exceptions. There 
have heen cases of delay and insufficient ser- 
vices’ in the handling of stock for interme- 
diate stations, entailing loss to owners. 

“ We are glad to learn that the Government 
is .ntrodacing legislation, winch, we wnder- 
stand, will make the economic position of the 
railways more secure even. at the expense of 
road transport is necessary. It is vital in the 
national interest to maintain the railways, 
especially for the conveyance of.the heavier 
class of geods traffic’ and also for the carry- 
ing of live stock,” 

Mr. D. McGranahan, in moving the adop- 
tion of the report, emphasised the importance 
of securing the co-operation of the shipping 
and railway companies in getting the better 
handling for their stock and better terms. 


FOREIGN BEEF. 


Mr. C. D. Crowley (Millstreet), in second- 
ing. directed attention to the wi yy ba the 
imperial Army and Navy on foreign beef. It 
seemed incredible that the hard-headed busi- 
ness men of England had not more regard for 
their own farmers than to tolerate it. He 
could not see that England was under arv 
compliment to the Argentine. During 1932 
the Irish live stock trade might expect to be 
faced with more intensive competition than 
ever from the Canadians, and he heped they 
would be able to meet and beat this com- 
petition. : 

Mr. Joseph Fitzgerald (Waterford) said 
that the imposition of pen dues was a Serious 
grievance. About ten years ago an order was 
before 
shipment. and pens had, therefore, to be pro- 
vided. The shipping companies then said 
they would have te be paid for the pens. 
That was all right until the shippers of the 
cattle, sheep and pigs saw what they were 
paving in dues. In 1951 alone they had paid 
fer 653.047 cattle shipped from Irish Free 
State ports at) 3d) per head, pick 
for sheep ata penny per head, £2295 @s.

LIKE A MERRY-GO-ROUND., 


Mr. W. Shaw, Dublin, referring to the 
Transport Ball, said that the transport sys- 
tem of this country was like a merry-go- 
round, and the ratepayers were mulcted. for 
the ens of the roads, while the railways 
were left almost idle. So long as that con- 
tinned the live stock trade would not get 
any redaction in rates, and if the Govern 
ment did not make a determined effort the 
tailways would soon be simply grass-grown 
tracks. 

Mr. Michael Birmingham (Dublin) said 
that. the slump in the pound sterling had not 
brought them the increased prices which 
they had expected, and he did not see any 
hope of an immediate improvement. The

‘‘In our last report we gave a statistical 
table showing sbe, extent . of , Britisa 
inarket for our produce, as compared With the 
possible increase in the home market, by 
total prohitiition of imports. In face of the 
figures there given and of the figures on the 
board before you, rt is folly to assert that the 
home market can take the place of the British 
market us an outiet for our agricultaral 
produce ' 

“It is also foolish to talk about other 
markets when every country is trying te ex- 
port to ua the very same produce that we 
wish to export. Let us face the facts. At 
present, and for some time. to come, our 
efforts must be to capture as mach as pos- 
sible of the British market, which recent 
events have shown is the world’s best. 

““We are not shut off from that market by 
exchange difficulties. The value of the pound 
sterling cannot depreciate relatively here, as 
it has done abroad This gives us an ad- 
vantage over some of our foreign competitors ; 
an advantage which we will retain over the 
Dominions if an Imperial preference is given 
for agricultural produce. | 


THE ONLY HOPE. 


““To my mind the only hope on the horizon 
is that the British Commonwealth of Nations. 
whith co become a self-contained unit, 
will weld itself into one, isolating it-elf from 
the ruinous competition of nations wien a 
lower standard of living; then, by conce.1d 
action raise prices within the Commo i¥ca/th 
to a profitabie level, and by careful currency 
matagement maintain them at that level. 

“ Fluetuations in the price level damage 
the social fabric by altering the financial 
relations between debtors and creditors, em- 
ployers and employés. 

“H the British Commonwealth could, by 
preventing outside interference, maintain a 
steady level of prices sztisfactory to the 
primary producer we would have a sound 
basis for our future prosperity. 

“This year will be an eventful year both 
in our own history and in the history of the 
world. At this stage of the world’s history 
politics cannot take the place of economics. 
We are faced with a world driven almost into 
chaos by the actions of politicians. Let us 
not make the same mistake in our own 
affairs. Let us as brother Irishmen approach 
our . problems with: open: minds, searching 
diligentiy for sound economic. principles and 
sound practice on which to base the future 
prosperity of our country.” 


DENMARK’S TRADE. 


Mr. D. J. Cogan said that a country like 
Denmark, with rather less arable land than 
the Free State, could export ,000, 
worth of agricultural produce to the British 
market. She was able to do this because her 
system of agriculture, which had been built 
uP over the last fiffy years, was perfect. 

e did not see why the Free State should 
not be able to do the same. 

Mr. T. J. Cullen said that the State had 
given no assistance to manufacturers who 
would be in a position to export if the 
were not hampered by lack of “ca tal. 
Instead, the Government had given 
sums to bolster up derelict industries. . 

Mr. N. O'Reilly pointed out that the 
difference in the trade returns of Ire- 
land and .Denmark was. accomnted~ for 
by the fact that Denmark did not im- 
sr its agricultural requirements and Ire- 
and did. Last year Ireland imported bacon 
und hams to the value of £1,620,000 and 
Denmark imported the same commodity to 
the value aS ai £1,000. Denmark also 
cultavated twenty-five million aéres of rodt 
crops, as against four millions in the Free 
State. Ireland’s small acreage’ was due to 
the fact* that “there was no guaranteed 
market for the producer in this country. 
Unless the Chamber drew the attention of 
the people to these and similar points, it 
would not deserve te secure the support of 
the large numbers of business hea who 
were still outside its portals. 


“IN THE SAME HOLE.” 


Mr. - €. M: Eason said that it was 
common knowledge that Denmark was in 
much the same hole as Ireland was in, if not 
m one very mueh worse. Mr. O'Reilly had 
apparently overlooked the fact that Denmark 
had built up her bacon industry by importing 
maize. (‘aughter.) The Danish market was 
not in any way protected for the farmers. 
and if the Danish farmer was able to carrv 
on it was because he had catered for the 
market at his door in a capable and efficient 
way, and not because of any system of pro- 
tection he was afforded. it was the economic 
nationali- » rolicy run mad that had led to 
the economic troubles im all countries, a 
determination to try to be independent of 
every other country.
